1. On 29 December 1986, SrA Joseph R. Lopardo was convicted by General Court- 
Martial of the offense of committing an indecent act upon the body of a child 
under the age of 16. Specifically, SrA Lopardo confessed that on 28 July 1986 
he had taken an 11 year old boy to a remote area of Eieison Air Force Base and 
directed the boy to remove his clothing. SrA Lopardo Chen removed his own 
trousers and rubbed his erect penis between the legs and buttocks of the boy 
until SrA Lopardo ejaculated on the boy. For this act, the Military Judge 
imposed Che following sentence: a dishonorable discharge from the USAF, 
confinement for 42 months, forfeiture of all pay and allowances, and reduction 
to airman basic. 

2. I am forwarding this information to you in your capacity as Cubmaster of 
Pack 9 on Eieison AFB* As you are aware, Joseph Lopardo was the Den Leader for 
Webelos Den 1 of your Cub Scout Pack at Che time of his offense. Further, the 
victim of the offense was a member of that Den. SrA Lopardo had picked the boy 
up from the viccim's home under the guise of taking him to an outdoor scout 
training activity he had allegedly planned for the Den. I suggest that the 
information contained in this letter be forwarded Co the appropriate local 
scouting authorities, and hopefully to the national organization, along with 
any recommendations you might have on how to ensure that Joseph Lopardo will be 
restricCed from future participation in scouting activities.
